B#i*z met herear the General Sefſion of che Peace, 
Ie received your Lotdſhips Letter of the ſixth in- 
ſtant, and a Copy of an Information there incloſed, 
wherewith we mult confeſs we were much ſurprized, 
and muſt humbly acknowledge your Lordſhip would 
have juft reaſon to blame us,and that we deferveda ie- 
vereccheck, if things were really ſoin our Country,as 
they have beth repreſented, but we cannot but ex> 
treamly wonder that ſeveral ( if not moſt, ) of rhe 
things therein inſerted, could be affirmed before {d 
>rext and Honourable an Aﬀetnbly, by any that 
wouldever hope hereafter to be believed ; to ſome of 
whth particulars without further delay, we make 
by to Tend't your Lordſhip the anfever follownng : 
Firſt, chat Jer 2 th as M. David Zavts bath former- 
ly lived at Zurrtey mm Houſe it the cite of Sir Zdward 
Shogtts Vother, we have heard, batthit be hath 
beth Yeſtdetit there fince Sir Edvard Morey became 
Mafttroftheplace, or hath beeh proteted by trim, 
afloPtss think it Wiprobable, and forneofas know it 
tbeVWtry vatrue; that perfon'( whatever he he for 
we never could have proof of his being Prieſtor Fefa- 
it,(thongh forthe have repitted him lo.) having by his 
adhering to the old Lady ( who wasfar froth dhing | 
kinde th Sir E#dor4: ) diſobliged him tothat degree, 
that 


that we are ſire he is far from defiring his protegQign» 
and that Sir Zdword, wasa Proteſtant hillt he ated 
as Deputy Leiutenant, and Juſtiae af Peace, ( which 
was before he went over into Flanders ) and took the 
Oaths, wecan all teſtify, but moſt particularly Mr. 
—_ of Zredegar, whoſe Siſter he married, and 
whole company we hoped to have here,andwe are ſor- 
ry we have not ; and that which inclin'd us the more 
to believe, that he was really ſo 1n his Judgement, 1s 
that he ſuffered his eldeſt Son, ( who hath been map- 
ried and ſetled ſome time among us ) tobe Educated 
in your Lordſhips Family, where he was bzed up as he 
hath ſill continued, a very good Proteſtant, as my 
Lord Biſhop of Zendeffe, as well asall his Neighbour- 
hood can witaeſs. Since Sir Zdward Morgan returned 
out of Flanders being about two years ſince, ( where 
we have reaſon to ſulpet he may have changed his 
Religion ) we afſure your Lordſhip he hath aQed nei- 
ther as Deputy Leiutenant nor Juſtice of Peace. 

As for Mr. Sjljard, we know not what he is, but 
for Mr. Foxes of Zaxerth Deceaſed, we can witneſs 
that during the time he was Deputy Leiutenant and 
Juſtice of the Peace, which was from the time your 
Lordſhip firſt ſetled the Militia here, ſoon after his 
Majeftys happy Reſtauration, to the time he dyed, 
( which was ſqon after his coming from Sheerpeſs, 
where he was a Captain under your Lordſhip ) he 
conſtantly profeſſed the Prateſtant Religion, and took 
che Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy , and did all 
other things that becamea Proteſtant to do; and we 
bave very-good ground to believe the dyed one, from 


the Teſtimony of two Reverend Djyines hero in- 
B 2 cloſed ; 


cloſed; As tothe chargeof his Sons being bred in a 
Colled$e of Jeſuits, we are credibly informed that 
he is now reſiding in Paris, not ina Colledge, but hath 
put himſelf into an Academy for his better Educatr- 
on ; and alſo that of forty houſe-holders in the Pariſh 
of Zanarth, there be not above ſeven or eight Papiſts. 
As for Mr. Milthoarze, we know not in how many 
Countrys he may be Juſtice of the Peace, but we are 
{ure he does the King and Country very good ſervice 
in that imployment here,being very active and know- 
;ng inthat Duty ; as to whar is laid to his charge, 
though for a great part we ſhall leave him to vindi- 
cate himfelf (-which he offered us to do by ſeveral 
witneſſes, - Certificates and  Teſtrmonys ) yet thus 
much we can ſay, that meeting him often upon pub- 
lique buſineſs, we never knew-one Clerk he had { as 
his ſervanr ) that was a Papiſt,” and for his Family be- 
ing Convicted Papiſts, unlels his Clerk and Groom, 
to both whom, and not only to his preſent Clerk, but 
rohim that hath been his Clerk this ſix years, for ſa- 
tisfation we have now offered: the Oaths, and they 
have taken them; 'and never: were Convicted : we 
know not of any other ſervant he hath, and we ſup- 
poſe that being a Batchellor, and having ſet out his 
Eftate, ke-neitherineeds'nor hath more; and moreover 
wecan teſtify that he took the Oaths, and-ſubſcribed 
the Declaration ſeveral times, and that we have ſeen 
him at 'Church at Divine Service, and there hath 
been proof offered us, that he hath been fo far from 
promoting the Papiſt Religion, that hc hath recon- 
ciled ſeveral of that per[walion'to the Church of Zxg- 
laxd, ——As for Mr. Gunter, we tinde him a Papiſt 
| . | Convict, 


Convit; and his Eſtate hath been ſeized' to his Ma- 
jeſtys uſe, and poſſible enough he may entertaia ſome 
Popiſh Prieſt, but not to our knowledge,: nor in that 
publique manner as is ſuggeſted: and*having confer- 
red with ſome of the Inhabitants of fhergavenny, we 
cannot diſcover that he keepsany Chappel or Maſs in 
his houſe, or that Capt. Zvars is a Prieſt ; we muſt in: 
geniouſly confeſs, that we do. not know, what the 
marks of the Jeluitsare 3 as to Mr. Rowland Prichard, 
and Mr. ſaak Z/illiams, we mult leave them alſo to 
juſtify themſelves. to yobr Lordſhip, further then 
in acquainting your Lordſhip that. they offe- 
red voluntarily to take . the ' Oathes betore us ; 
and to produce Witneſfles for their Compurgati- 
'0n, and that they both come to Church, and have 
taken the Oaths. As to what is inform'd of the 
Combe, we are not concerned in it, that place being 
in-another County. As to the:Popiſh Recuſants Con- 
-vi& in this County,/ we cannot fiade upon the Ex- 
-chequer. Roll ſenr to the Sheriffs, ( wherein your 
Lordſhip may be aſſured there are none omitted) of 
 Non-conformiſts and Papiſts above half the number 
inform'd' to be,' and moſt of thoſe inconfiderable 
and, poor, much leſs fuch number of Papiſt Prieſts, of 
 whomcither Reſident or Itinerant ,, we. are wholly 
igtiorant, and never had the leaſt offer of proof, or a- 
ny accuſation againſt any ſo reputed:, that, were 
known where to be found; and this we can affirm,that 
there is no Growth of Popery in any conſiderable Fa- 
mily of this County ſince his Majeſties Reftauration, . 
but the contrary.Though yourLord{hip hath not been 
pleaſed:;to. acquaint us who the Informer was,. yet-

- common fame ſpeaks him to be Mr. Fobn Arzold, and 
if {o, it ſeems very ftrange to us, that he, who was 
Juſtice of the Peace.and had the command of the 
Horſe under your Lordſhip for ſeveral years together 
in this County ( and not put out of the Commiſhon 
of the Peace above two or three Months fiance ) and 
lately hath been twice foreman of the Grand- Jury, 
{ſhould ſo long conceal his knowledge, ( which we 
ſhould have thought Criminal inus, whatever it be 
in him ) and ſuppreſs his zeal in not putting the Laws 
in Execution againſt Popiſh Prieſts, and their Illegal 
_ aQtings, and their receivers ; eſpecially againſt Richard 
Crofts mentioned in the Information,who isand who 
has been for this many years his tenant in the 
of Zantony, andin his Neighbourhood, and agai 
Mr. David {emis before-mentioned, whoſe company he 
often frequented when he was at Zanter nam, as we ave 
credibly Inform'd, but if he received no Catalogue or 
certainty ofthem,: till after he was put out of Com- 
miſſion, we humbly conceive, ithad become him bet- 
ter, as a good Compatriot, Ingenious Neighbour, antl 
charitable Chriſtian,to have {1gnified tous or ſome of 
us, his Intimation thereof, to invite usto ( or at leaſt 
for tryal whether we would )perform our Duty be- 
fore he had charged us and all other Magiſtrates of 
this County, with {o great a remiſneſsand breach of 
cruſt, before ſo Honourable an Afiembly : we ſhall 
T0 gs truth of the reſt of the par- 
ric as ſpeedily as we can give your Lordſhip , 
an tthereof, wan the Interim we ſball kumbly 
begg of your Lordſhip to believe 'that there neither

circumltance of our Maſters Religion redoubled my 
Fathers care, and he gave moſt ſtrict charge to have 
us kept to Church, and preſerved in ours, which our 
Maſter did not in the leaſt oppoſe : from School we 
went to Brazen-Voſe Colledge in Oxford, and were com- 
mitted to the care of Mr. Fames Whitney and Mr, Ed- 
mund Zeigh noted Diſputants, and great oppolers of 
Popery, by whom we were inſtructed and firmly 
grounded 1n the Proteſtant Religion; thence I went 
to the Inns of Court, where how conſtantly I went 
to Church, and received the Sacrament, and that I 
took the Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy, can be 
atteſted by thoſs of my time there, particularly by 
Mr.Smith of Nibley in 1d. Sir Bennet Hoskins 
and Sir Zohx his Son, perſonsall well known to your 
Lordſhip : After the death of my mother, 1 Fm 
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down into-the Countrey, in hopes of converting my 
Siſters, which I endeavoured earneſtly,notaltogether 
without ſucceſs, for my Brother and I prevailed on the 
youngeſt togoto Church with us ; atter my Fathers 
death I took her from my other Siſters, and carried 
her to Zoxdox with me, and bred her a Proteſtant ; 
there ſhe married , firſt Mr. Bennet then Mr. Herbert, 
both Proteſtants; her Children after her firſt Hus- 
bands death were committed to my care, whom I care- 
fully educated in the Proteltant Religion ; the eldeſt 
DaughterlI married toa pious Proteſtant Divine. now 
benehc'd in the County of Mozmonth ; ſhe and her 
Children are now living in Zozdon: I require her ro 
wait on your Lordſhip tocertify you of the truth of 
theſe things. 

In the beginning of the late War I came to live 
privately in the Countrey, and took into the Houſe 
my Mothers Siſter, who was indeed a Papiſt, but one 
in great want, ſo that Chriſtian charity as much as 
natural affeAion and dear reſpe& to my Deceaſed 
mother, obug's me to ſhew her that kindneſs, not- 
withſtanding her Religion ; I maintain'd her at firlt, 
but afterwards recovered a maintenance for her. 1 
uſed much endeayours to turn her to the Proteſtant 
Religion, but though I could not prevail in that, yet 
was I inſtrumental in keeping her Daughter from 
being bred a papiſt, reſcuing her from her Mother, 
not without great oppoſition, and carrying her to 
Church with me ; After I marryed her to y. Charles 
Herbert a Proteſtant, and took care to have her Chi]- 
dren bred ſuch; her ſon I placed at Zaton School, de- 


ſigning him for the Clergy.

"The next that kept ty Houſe was one Mrs ACathtyine 
Matos, a Daughter of one of my Sifters, bred a- Pa- 
piſt above twenty years; her I had the happineſs to 
convert, and ſhe'iis now a very zealous Proteſtant ; 
After her one Mrs. Turbervile kept my houſe, a firm 
Proteſtant, and during her time \ remember not that 
Thad one popiſh ſervant : at laſt growing weary of 
Houſe-keeping, ITlet my houſe to my Coſen George 
Scudamore, Son of my eldeſt Siſter, with him I ſo- 
journ'd, having only my Clerk with me, and my 
Groom, my Nephew indeed was a Romaniſt, and 
ftOme few of his Servants, the reſt I was wont con- 
ſtantly to call to Church with me, and mine owns ſo 
that the Miniſter of the Pariſh hath often ſaid, that 
the greateſt part of his conſtant Auditors came out of 
that Houſe ; and1 dare ſay, there is not. above one 
convict papiſtin it, ſo untrue is the accuſation, tht 
rhe greateſt part of my Fanuly are Papiſts convitt. 

As to the charge, that one Ar. Draycot a'Prieft 1s 
often in my company, and in my houſe, I'acknows+ 
ledgethar there is one of that name, Uncle to my 
Nephews wife, who hath ſometimes come to viſit her, 
but that very ſeldom, and when he doth, for the moſt 
part, comes not ina Doors, nor is he at all known 'to 
metobea prieft,nordoTentertain himin my company. 

As to my Clerks ; the firſt I had tn the'Countre 
before 7 was Juſtice, was one Heffor Morgan who 
friends were papiſts ) but him 7wasthe inſtrutnent of 
turning from rhat Religion, ſo that he after1ived/and 
dyed a Proteftant,; The next was Zhomis Fores, 217i 
duate if the Univerſity 'of Oxford, a proteſtaiit #70 
after him I had one Zhomas Bowyer of ty Kittfred, und 
recommended 
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recommended to me by his Fathers Will, he ' was iu- 
deed a papiſt, but on the former conſiderations, and 
the encouragement of my ſucceſs on Heitpr Moreav, 
Ientertain'd him, and endeavoured his CO 
but he being very headſ{trong and willful, my at- 
rempts on him- miſcarryed, My next Clerk - 
thony Rogers was formerly a papilſt , but under me 
became a proteſtant, and ſo continues. Rndhall Betham 
my preſent Clerk is the Son of an Orthodox 
zealous Divine, now Miniſter of Fhitechurch, and 
very firm in the Proteſtant Religion, both which 
Clerks, together with my Groom, did publiquely in 
the laſt Quarter-Sefſion of this County, for the better 
clearing of their Religion, groundleſsly miſreported, 
take the Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy ; ſo that 
by this account your Lordſhip may ſee what truth 
thereis in the charge againſt my ſervant and Clerks. 

The next part of the complaint I ſhall take notice 
of, '1s, that my Siſters Aatherine and Chriſtian do by 
my power prote& Halter Pricea Popiſh Prieſt ; a ma- 
licious untruth, for which there is no colour, there 
being a great ſtrangeneſs between me and my lifters, 
upon the ſcore of Religion, ſo that we ſeldome ſee 
one the other above once in two years, 

Asto the charge that one Roger Sezyzes demanded of 
mea Warrant to apprehend Halter Price, which *'tis 
pretended I denyed him, thisalſo is a vile falſehood 
invented by the mallice of Sezes againſt me : this per- 
ſon having aſperſed the whole body of Juſtices, by 
ſaying, that there was not one Fuſtice of the Peace within 
the County of Monmouth, that would: do Fuſtice, as, was 
proved before me, andothers ; we baund him to the

good behaviour, for which he after bore great mal- 
lice againſt me, ſuppoſing I was principal 1n puniſh- 
ing of him ; *tis true, hecame to Zantillio Greſenny, 
when I and others kept a privy Seſſions there, and 
with him Mr. raoldand Vir. Probert ( well known 
to be none of my friends ) who, asIam informed, lay 
at Seyes*s Houſe the night before, and came with him 
to the houſe where we were, they went ſuddenly out 
ofthe Room again,but left Sexes behind, who preſent- 
ly demands a Warrant of me to apprehend Halter 
Price, the mentioned Papiſh Prieſt at my liſters houſe, 
E anſwered, that 7 believed what he asked, was rather to 
entrap me, then any real deſire he had to do the buſineſs, 
but however I ask't him, whether he knew Price to be 4 
Prieft, and would take his Oath of it ; he anſwered, he could 
zot, but others could , T returned that 1 could ot grant 
a Warrant to apprehend a man for Treaſon upon his bare 
allegation, bnt that when he ſhould bring the perſons, that 
could prove what he affirmed, and a ſmorn Officer with him, 
T would grant him a Warrant to apprehend him ; but 1 
heard no more of Sezes, or that ever the Prieſt was 
further lookt after by him - Now your Lordſhip may 
pleaſe to take notice that Sexes was one much employ- 
ed 1n diſcoveries of this nature by Mr. Probert , and 
Mr. Arnold, who were allo Juſtices of the Peace, 
and that he came to Zazxtitio with them, lo that if he 
had been in carnc{t, 1n the buſineſs, he would like- 
wiſe have applyed himſelf to them, and doubtleſs 
Mr. Arnold who hath been ſo zealous 1n the diſcoye- 
ry of papiſts, and the Growth of Popery ſince he was 
out of Commiſſion, would have been no leſs ſo when 
he-was under the Oaths and Obligations of it. As 
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to what is alledged of my threatning Sees at that 
time, it is utterly falſe, but the circumſtances I have 
here related will be atteſted upon Oath. 

And now my Lord be pleaſed to let me ſay ſome- 
thing in juſtihcation of my Nephew Rowland Prich- 
ard, who allo ſtands charged in a late paper of infor- 
mations, ſent me from Zondon: his Mother was my 
ſiſter, (as I related before ) brought up 1n Popery,from 
which when I {aw I could not withdraw her, I made 
it my buſineſs,to get her a Proteſtant Husband, which 
I effetted, and was the means of marrying her to 
Mr. Fames Prichard, one ſtrict and zealous in the 
Proteſtant Religion;and he and I joyning endeavours, 
we at laſt brought her alſo over to the ſame profeſſion, 
and thereupon all the. children by cheertu!ll conſent 
on both ſides were bred Proteſtants, which hath be- 
got a more ſtrict league of love and friendſhip be- 
tweenus, and particularly betwixt. me and Rowlazd 
their eldeſt ſon ; this I believe has occaſioned a mal- 
liceagainſt him, becauſe he is earneſt in vindicating 
me, when he hears me traduced. 

As to the charge that Maſle is- publiquely ſaid in 
his houſe at Zamtrothy, by one £lhzor a Popiſh Prieſt, 
taken by Captain Scadamore doing his Office, in his 
Roabs, for which he was ſent to Goal, but releaſed 
by the ſaid Juſtice, as if my Nephew had diſcharged 
him, it is muſt untrue, for he was not then a Ju- 
ſticc, nor was the ſaid Ellior taken in Monmouthſhire, 
but in Herefordſhire and ſent to Hereford, not to Mon- 
mouth Goal; thence brought up to Zoxdon, and thence 
baniſhed beyond Seas, giving ſecurity never to re- 


turn againz and it appears by all accounts of him 
ſince 
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Lince that he never did, but dyed in forreign parts. 
As tothe latter part of his charge, of words ſpo- 
ken by him, he profeſleth, that it 1s utterly untrue : 
And whereas he1s charged to have let a Farm to a 
Prieſt, for the advantage of ten pounds a year encreaſe 
of Rent; it is ſo far trom being true, that he is offe- 
red three pound a year more by a Proteſtant then this 
preſent Tenant gives, who 1s a woman, and conſe- 
quently cannot be a prieſt, and intends to let it ſo to 
that other when the term is out,that his Father grant- 
ed to the preſent Tenant, which willexpire in a year 
or two. Concerning him in the general, I do aſſure 
your Lordſhip, that he is a Proteſtant himſelf, mar- 
ryed into two Proteſtant Families, breeds up his 
children proteſtants, frequents the Church and Sa- 
craments, and hath taken the Oaths of Allegeance 
and Supremacy, and doth all other things that be- 
comes a true proteſtant of the Church of Zzg/and 
to do. 4 2M 
By this large and troubleſome account of my ſelf 
and Nephew, your Lordſhip may judge, what truth 
there is like to be in the reſt of the informations afore- 
{aid, eſpecially ifI be rightly informed who was the 
promoter of them : which in reference to me are as 
void of ingenuity, as they are of truth, for I kept his 
Father from periſhing in a Priſon, at my own ex- 
pence,without ever receiving ſatisfationfor the ſame. 
Beſides that, I have paſſed by ſeveral ſcandalous aſper- 
ſions formerly caft upon me by himſelf, upon his vo- 
luntary confeffion of the wrong he had done me, de- 
firing my pardon, and promiſing amendment for the 
time to come : aSI am ableto make appear in a Letter 
under 


under his own hand, whereofT ſend you here follow- 
ing an exatt copy. | J-1%>

paſt, continually reſiding there, and being on Dut 
as often as it came to their reſpeQive turns; and alfo 
that during the time of the ſaid Garriſon, ( which is 
ever ſtnce the laſt Eftabliſhment ) there had been bur 
one ſouldier, who wasa Papiſt , and that he ( about 
five years ſince ) refuſing to take the Oaths of Allege- 
ance and Supremacy, was immediately turned out of
